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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION OF SPECIES

Sir: 

In response to the Examiner's restriction of species, applicants elect, with 
traverse, Species B, means for pivoting comprising a pneumatic cylinder. The claims 
that read on the elected species include the following: generic claims 1-7 and 11-13 and 
claim 10 that is specifically directed to the elected embodiment. 

Applicants submit that the present invention should not have been subject 
to an election of species requirement. The present invention relates to a trigger assembly 
for a gun such as, e.g., a pneumatic paint ball gun, which comprises a ram arranged for 
sliding to and fi-o in an associated guidance between a retracted position and an advanced 
position where the ram acted on by a compression spring is opening a gas valve, and a 
pivotable sear arranged for in a first position to hold the ram in retracted position by 
means of a first hook of the sear engaging a second hook of the ram and in another 
position to release this engagement. Thus, trigger actuation is effected using a smaller 
amount of applied force than previously known, which has the result of a lower reloading 
time than conventional devices, and which has a simple and inexpensive construction and 
an assembly which can continuously be used in sport events without the need for 
expensive and time-consuming maintenance. 

As both embodiments utilize pivoting means, a search of the art would not 
be complete xmless all pivoting mechanisms are reviewed. Thus, by necessity, both 
species would be reviewed in a complete search, so that there is no need to restrict the 
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invention to one particular pivoting means. Accordingly, applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the species election so that all claims can be examined 
together at this time. 

Li view of the art known to applicant, it is believed that the entire 
application is now in condition for allowance, early notice of which would be 
appreciated.
